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Corona Noise 


Case Thrown 
Qut of Court

CORONA, CAL., Nov. 30, 1971 — The 
trial of Corona Raceway owner, Felice 
Lipari, on charges of creating excessive 
noise ended before it got started when 
Judge Howard Crandall dismissed all ten 
misdemeaner criminal counts. 

Crandall, a retired Los Angeles judge 
sitting in place of Conona Municipal 
Court Judge J. William Moreland, 
dismissed five counts of creating a 
nuisance and five counts of failure to 
abate a noise nuisance. 

He took the action on a motion by 
defense attorney J. David Hennigan of 
Riverside. 

Hennigan based his motion on the 
fact that the owner of the raceway had 
not been served with citations directing 
noise abatement. Instead said Hennigan, 
Corona Raceways Incorporated had 
been served. 

Lipari has leased the track to the 
corporation but remains the legal owner 
of the track. Since he had not been 
served, he could not be held liable for 
the alleged violations. 

Judge Crandall, filling in for Mortland 
after his disqualification on a challenge 
by the defense, took Hennigan’s motion 
under advisement shortly after the trial 
started Monday and made his ruling 
Tuesday morning upholding Hennigan’s 
claims. 

Judge Crandall said Lipari couldn’t be 
held responsible for a nuisance created 
by a tenant. 

Judge Crandall also stated he felt the 
whole matter was political and should 
therefore be settled in the City Council 
or by the Board of Supervisors instead 
of court. 

Hennigan also raised another point 
referring to the Code of Civil Procedure: 
Use according to ordiance. 731 A 
Nuisances: Uses in. industrial or 
commercial zones; restriction on right 
of abatement. In part this reads: 

“Whenever any city, city and county 
shall have established zones or districts 
under authority of law wherein certain 
manufacturing or commercial uses are 
expressly permitted, except in an action 
to abate a public nuisance brought in 
the name of the people of the State of 
California, no persons or persons, firm 
or corporation shall be enjoined or 
restrained by the injunctive process 
from the reasonable and. necessary 
operation in any such industrial or 
commercial zone of any use expressly 
permitted there-in, nor shall such use be 
deemed a nuisance without evidence of 
the employment. of unnecessary and 
injurious methods of operation." 

The first round is over with Corona 
Raceway seemingly the winner. Whether 
it goes any further depends on Riverside 
District Attorney Byron Morton. If he 
decides to file against Felice Lipari the 
fight will begin again.

IRVINE, CAL., Dec. 5, 1971 — Weary 
from three months incessant Sunday 
madness, the Trans-AMA motocross 
drew to a close today with three 
Belgiums, on three Suzukis, hoarding 
the first three positions. 

Roger DeCoster won his third of the 
last four races today, nearly sweeping 
the 500 International Class. This can be 
considered normal behavior for the 500 
World Champion. 

The first moto saw the Lone Teuton, 
Adolf Weil, stuck with the task of 
fending off nagging Suzuki triumvirate 


DeCoster, Joel Robert, and Sylvain 
Geboers, with partial success. Leading 
the pack, Weil rode his heart out to 
keep ahead of the legendary Robert. 
Joel didn’t pass him with an artsy 
maneuver in a corner but opted to do 
the trick with sheer horses, pulling 
Adolf’ Maico on the long uphill 
adjacent to the starting area. The 
German ace still kept up the powerful 
pace, for next in line was DeCoster. 
(During the world motocross 
campaign in the Continent earlier this 
year, Weil held the point lead by virtue

Mann, Romero Kept

W. ‘Pete’ Colman, Vice President, stated

Small Arms Company have adopted a 
new policy for 1972 and hope to 
encourage more private entries in 
professional competition. We will 
continue to make tuning information 
available as it is developed in our Racing 
Department. We also have a supply of 
parts in production for our 
three-cylinder BSA and Triumph road 
race models. Triumph and BSA dealers 
will soon be in a position to sell 
A.M.A.-approved frames, forks, tanks 
and brakes, as well as other special 
racing parts which do not require 
A.M.A. approval. 

"Cams, valves, valve springs, gears, 
sprockets and technical booklets 
covering the preparation of 
BSA/Triumph models for all types of 
competition are also being produced. 
The booklet may be obtained by writing 
direct to our National Technical Center, 
P.O. Box 275, Duarte, California 91010. 

“We will not field racing teams during 
the 1972 season; however, it is expected 
that Dick Mann will be racing BSA 
motorcycles and that Gene Romero will 
continue to ride Triumphs. 

“Contingency awards will be paid to 
any rider of a Triumph, BSA or 
Rickman motorcycle who places first, 
second or third in any Professional 
National Championship. We will also 
pay a bonus of $10,000 to any rider 
winning the Grand National 
Championship scoring all points while 
riding a Triumph, BSA, or Rickman.”

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AN EVENING WITH Mick Andrews

It was nearly dark down behind the 
hill whose flank is scarred by the 
Matterhorn hillclimb. A dozen people 
stood around or sat on motorcycles as 
Mick Andrews’ Ossa approached the 
hill, wound out in fourth gear. For a 
bike moving fairly quickly, the sound 
was almost ridiculously low. The 
low-speed bike sailed over the jump near 
the bottom, and everything bottomed 
out when it landed, 30 feet later. Mick 
fought briefly for control but didn’t 
back off the throttle. Incredibly, he 
kept going, farther and farther until he 
seemed a scant few feet from the top. 
Finally the bike shuddered to a stop, 
growled as Mick tried to force it on, and 
flipped over backwards, dumping Mick 
25 yards down the hill. Mick scrambled 
back up the hill, fought to get the bike 
pointed downhill and rode back down. 
He tried again. And again. Finally, after 
about eight futile attempts to climb the 
hill, he said, “Now PII ride down.” 

He and Bob Nickelsen went to the 
top of the hill by road, looked briefly 
down the Matterhorn, which looked a 
lot more like a cliff than a hill from the 
top, and as he had said, they rode down. 
They didn’t lose any marks either. It 
was the end of a long day during which 
he had had two trials classes. 

The next day was just about the 
same, except for one difference. One of 
the Ossa people met him at the bottom 
of the hill with an Ossa Stiletto. Mick 
went to the top on the first try, but he 
had to paddle a bit. The crowd at the 
bottom cheered and _ good-naturedly 
held up three fingers: a three. Mick 
came back down and tried again. This 
time the crowd gave him the closed fist: 
a clean. The first man to go over the 
newly cut Matterhorn was a trials rider. 

As a trials rider Mick Andrews seems 
to have a somewhat different concept of 
his profession than most Americans, 
who would define the trials rider as a 
man who rode over very difficult terrain 
at slow speed with complete control. I 
think Mick Andrews would define a 
trials rider as one who had the ability to 
travel any terrain whatever at any 
required speed with complete control. 
Certainly the definition fits him. He has 
not only won the title, “World Trials 
Champion” by winning outright six out 
of ten rounds of championship trials, he 
also won a gold medal in this year’s 
ISDT, and competed rather successfully 
in three championship European 
“enduros”. Не has done well in 
motocross and is looking forward to 
riding some of our more interesting 
American events, The Mint 400, the 
Baja 1000 and the Berkshire Trials race. 
Interesting ambitions for a trials rider... 

Chuck Clayton, Cycle News 
publisher, and I, met Mick, his wife Liz 
and Cal Creft of Ossa for a couple hours 
of conversation over brandy at the 
motel where they were staying. The 
occasion was the 2nd round of the 
California State Trials Championship. 
Mick and Liz were very fashionably 
dressed in Mod-London style, and Mick 
in particular reminded me of 
Antonioni's Photographer-hero of 
Blow-up who first appears as a grimey 
workman leaving a Birmingham factory. 
Mick, in the field, wears blue coveralls 
and looks somewhat more like a 
mechanic than a world champion. 
Chuck and I, by comparison, more than 
did. justice to California's shirt-sleeve 
tradition. 

Mick works for Ossa in Spain as an 
engineer. I asked him he did the b y 





work on the Ossa trials bikes. "No, I 
work at it from the other end," Mick 
said. One might call him a re-design 
engineer. Many of his hours are spent 
testing the bikes. Recently he has been 
working on the Ossa Pioneer, so I would 
guess we'll see some changes in that 
model before long. 

Along with his normal duties for 
Ossa, testing and winning trials, Mick 
also goes on goodwill tours such as this 
one each year, conducting trials schools, 
visiting distributors and such. We asked 
him how the American trials riders were 
coming along, compared to the 
Europeans such as himself. “I was really 
impressed,” Mick said, “When I came 
here two years ago, things were just 
beginning, more or less. Since then 
there’s been a very big improvement.” 
Chuck asked if the quality of equipment 
that we have here is comparable to what 
they have in Europe. 

“No, the riders here have got better 
equipment than they have over in 
Europe. Here they all seem to have new 
equipment.” 

It seemed like time for a provacative 
question, so I said, “You say the trials 
riders are good here but I saw the best 
of them last week at your trials school 
and there wasn’t a one of them could 
clean any of the sections that you laid 
out. It would seem to me that they’ve 
got a long ways to go before they’re up 
to European standards.” 

“They’ve got a hell of a long ways to 
go, but they're coming along nicely. I 


think some European competition 
wouldn't hurt. They should get to 
Europe."

“Yes a lot longer sections and a lot 
more difficult for longer periods when 
you get into the section. A 100-yard 
section which is difficult all the way 
through. Keep riding it and riding it 
until you’re worn out and you still keep 
going.” 

I asked Mick if he would predict the 
winner of the trials that was to be held 
the following day, the 2nd round of the 
state Championship. "I think Lane 
Leavett," Mick said, but he added, “I 
think Bob (Nickelsen) is the best rider 
from California, the best overall rider. 
He's been riding enduros and he's 
off-form you see." Mick's prediction 
was correct: Lane won, Bob came in 
fourth. 

Mick is completely candid. You 
don’t get that feeling with him that you 
do with many professionals that you're 
being “put on" as soon as you wander a 
bit beyond your depth. Chuck and I 
both tried to find out what the new 
Ossa trials bike would look like. Mick 
wasn't alking on that subject other than 
to say it would be completely different, 
that it would not look like any other 
trials bike now in production. He was 
obviously very happy with the design 
and prospects for the new Ossa bikes 
however. Materials were something else. 
I asked if the new trials bikes would 
have the light, stéel-tubing frames. 

“The frames will be the same as on all 
Spanish bikes, water pipe.” Mick said 
rather wryly. 

Cal Creft winced and said, 
you hadn’t said that.’ 

Mick has had more than his share of 
problems with promoters and officials 
during the last year. 

“See, we went to the Mint this year 
and got refused. I think it was even 
down in the program. Something about 
the AMA and the $50 for the sanction. 
The Mint wouldn't pay for the 
sanction." 

“You can’t ride unless the event has 
an FIM sanction?" 

“Мо. I'd get suspended." Ossa already 
had the motorcycles over here when 
they found out Mick wasn't going to be 
able to ride. 

Mick's problem with the Mint was 
nothing, though, compared to the 
international squabble he became 
involved in over the 6-Days Trials. As an 
Ossa factory rider, Mick naturally 
wanted to ride an Ossa in the Trials and 
he was counting on riding on one of the 
club teams. As a British citizen he is not 
eligible to ride for Spain. But with 
Britain virtually out of the motorcycle 
manufacturing business, she found 
herself short of good riders for the 
Trophy Team so Mick was “requested” 
to ridea Cheney Triumph on the Trophy 
Team. 

“Tt was blackmail,

ride on the Trophy Team’ and this year,

to ride on the Trophy Team you have to 
ride a Triumph. My contract says I can’t 
ride any other machine but Ossa. So 
they said, If I don't ride on the Trophy 
Team, if I don't ride a Triumph, they 
won't accept my entry in any other 
So I would not ride anything at 
all. Then they said they could make it 
awkward for me in Europe. That type 
of thing. So I told this to Ossa and they 
said, “Okay we will release you from 
your contract (for the event).” 

The situation caused Mick to go 
through quite a bit of unnecessary pain. 
He had a fairly serious back injury that 
had been giving him periodic trouble 
and it started hurting shortly after the 
trials began. But because of the 
circumstances under which Mick had 
been coerced onto the team, he couldn’t 
just quit, and say his back was hurting 
him. They’d think it was just an excuse. 
He kept hoping each day that the bike 
would break, but it didn’t and he wona 
gold medal for Britain. 

Of course the most important events 
for Mick Andrews are the championship 
trials rounds and there were rules hassles 
in that competition, too. “You see, 
after the first four events I had won the 
championship. I couldn’t lose because I 
had won three and been second in one. 
Then halfway through the season — the 
championship season is 90 days — it’s 
five out of nine. Then they said, ‘We’ll 
add an extra one' so I had to go for 
another one, six out of ten. I was a bit 
disappointed in that respect. If you set 
regulations where it's five out of nine, 
five out of ten..." But it didn't matter 
much. He won the last round, too. Mick 


'felt that the toughest event this year 


was the Spanish round, the one that 
Bob Nickelsen and Kevin Walker rode. 

Age is usually a prime concern of any 
professional athelete and Chuck asked 
Mick, indirectly, for his thoughts on the 
subject. Mick had said that Sammy 
Miller had come out of retirement, as of 
the latest reports. 

“Would that seem to indicate that 
there isn't any age limit for a trials rider 
to be competitive in Europe?" Chuck 
asked. 

“I think you can be competitive as 
long as you're fit and you feel young. 
We've got good trials riders who are 40 
years old. It's like motocrossing. Dave 
Bickers and Jeff Smith, they're in their 
30s and they still go very well. If the 
good riders have a bad day then Bickers 
and Smith, they're always there. And 
particularly in enduro riding, I think the 
older guys are better because of 
experience. Like in the Six Days, 
they’re best from 28 to 38, maybe even 
40.” 

One of Mick's most interesting 
comments was on the subject of “kiddy 
racers”. “I’m glad I didn't start before 
(16). I think you can get completely 
seized up with bikes if you start early. 
By the time you're 18 or 19 you're 
finished with them. You have no 
interest left.” 

Chuck said, "I take it you've noticed 
the kiddy racers around here?" 

"Yes, they ride really well, but I 
don't think they'll be around when 
they're 19 or 20. I know a lot of guys in 
England (who) at 16 and 17 are really 
good riders. But by the time they're 19 
or 20, they're nowhere to be seen. In 
fact if they are around, they're no 
better than what they were then. It's 
really strange how it works, isn’t it?” 

Mick and Liz haven’t started on a 
family yet. According to Liz, “We 
haven't got time, yet." According to 
Mick, *We haven't found the way yet. 
We're still learning." Their home is in 
England, but they don't get to spend 
much time there. 

“ТР spent about eight weeks at home 
this year. We're going to arrange things 
differently entirely next year, spend 
more time in Spain and Europe." 

Liz says, “Really?” 

“Yeah, where the weather’s hot.” He 
laughed, then said, "No, we've got the 
house and everything so we have to 
keep popping back to see how things are 
going." 

"Pay the bills...." says Liz. 

“Oh, Christ, don't mention the bills!" 

*Hardly worthwhile to maintain a 
house in England if you're only going to 
be there eight weeks a year, is it?" I 
asked. 

“Yeah, but if we don’t have a house 
over there, then who are we? We want 
to stay British, don't. we Liz? They're 
giving us a hard time but we still want 
to stay English.

I 
climbed the bank, did an endo on a 
large rock, took a sizable chunk out of 
the top of my helmet on another rock, 
and came to rest with my bike settling 
on top of me. If I had not accepted a 
crash by myself we would have met at a 
combined speed of near 70 mph. How 
heartbroken his parents would have 
been if they had gone home minus a son 
today. 

The youngster was wise in not 
turning back to see if I was alright, 
because though I picked up a mild 
concussion and bruised shoulder, I’m 
sure I was well enough to shake some 
sense into him. He was probably too 
embarrassed to mention the incident to 
his parents but I hope they read this. All 
people who have kids who ride — please 
tell them not to ride too fast for 
conditions, to bear to the right 
(especially on blind corners), and that 
bad things happen when you ignore 
these common-sense rules while going 
the wrong direction on any competitive 
course.

many a time said rider hasn’t even had 
the gumption to show up at the meeting 
(or a representative from a club if it’s 
club business) to speak for their side. So 
what-do you do in a case like that? The 
best you can. 

You mentioned you thought you 
might have been nominated to office to 
shut you up should you be elected. Now 
you're getting into my territory. I’ve 
been that route. That thought crossed 
my mind too when I was elected six 
years ago, being quite outspoken at the 
time as I still am. At no time has anyone 
told me I couldn’t print something 
happened at a meeting. I do not do so 
myself on the general principle that I 
regard District business as information 
received “‘off the record” and being a 
fellow newspaperman I assume you 
realize that information “off the 
record” is not divulged even if you go to 
jail for it. At one time the minutes of

general a person of high calibre. 

Desert is his thing but as President he 
got us two scrambles tracks by 
attending meetings with Board of 
Supervisors of two different counties at 
which I was also present. Both tracks 
had been denied and the motorcyclists 





had just about been reduced to standing 
like little kids begging favors from 
adults with one boot kicking into the 
ground until Mr. Sloan arrived and 
talked back to the Supervisors on, their 
own terms, in their own language and 
got the rest of us properly organized. 
The two tracks were Huntington Beach 
and Adelanto, Huntington recently 
shutting down due to population 
expansion around it. The Redding 
family and the England family have Ron 
to thank for their tracks, the other side 
was too well organized. The desert 
troops know they have Ron to thank 
for his conversations with the BLM 
when, believe it or not, half of us didn’t 
even know who the hell the BLM was. 

So Mr. Schneiders, watch out or I can 
see your gambit loosing you more than 
you'll gain. Readers, if you don't know 
what a gambit is look it up in your 
Funk and Wagnall's. I had to as chess 
isn't my game, I can explain a red dog 
or a draw play plus most of those rules 
we race under, and I'm pretty good at 
tiddly-winks, but chess, no. 

This section entitled, “Don’t say 
mother didn’t warn you.” For a while 
I've been on about the amateur vs. 
professionalism in racing and maybe 
creating a master of super-expert class. 
It's a slow process getting things like 
this through peoples' heads because. the 
majority of the riders aren't sponsored 
and think that all the top runners are 
and they won't be able to beat them 
anyway, or their humble opinions don't 
count. Well, this year it looks as if the 
bird has come home to nest and this will 
make me some friends and no doubt 
lose me some, too, but be that as it 
may. 

The number one plate in District 
motocross will go to John Rice, a 
sponsored rider who makes all the GP’s 
and I believe this year has possibly 
ridden around three or four District 
motocrosses. In second place will be a 
youngster I don’t know, Tony Rodgers, 
who is 16 and unsponsored. Tony has 
not missed one motocross this season. 
The motocross points are paid according 
to the percentage of the number of best 
rides, a system I believe the incoming 
Competition Committee will change, as 
Tony has actually earned more points 
than John R. Now who do you really 
think that District numbrer one plate 
belongs to? A rider who supports the 
District or one who spends much of his 
time at Indian Dunes etc. at the money 
races? Have I made my point clear? 





m.o.r.e. from the capitol

MORE POTPOURRI 
A couple of issues back, this column 
carried the statement that “involvement 
pays off". That same column (Cycle 


News, 30 Nov. 1971) carried the 
announcement that the Sacramento 
County Parks « and Recreation 


Commission was proposing an ordinance 
that not only would prohibit all 
offroad riding in Sacramento County, 
but would also close the 32 acre 
motorcycle facility in C.M. Goethe 
Park. 

Those of us who have worked with 
this motorcycle park during the past 
nine years, have expected that its 
closure was imminent because of its 
location, smack-dab in the center of the 
American River Parkway. We've asked 
the Board of Supervisors on many 
occasions to provide use with a larger 
motorcycle park in an area where such 
use would not create a condition of 
incompatibility with other 
recreation-seekers. But each time in the 
past they have replied that, “we 
understand your problem but there is 
no money in the budget, etc., etc.". 

So, the day of the hearing, Monday, 
November 15th, loomed rather bleak 
and ominous for Sacramento's 35,700 
off-road motorcyclists. The 
posie-sniffers and the flower-pluckers 
were there in full force, degrading every 
aspect of off-road vehicle recreation. 
The forces were about evenly divided, 
but the motorcyclists had an 
‘ace-in-the-hole’: the imminent passage 
of AB 2342 which provides funds for 
motorcycle parks through registration 
and identification of off-road vehicles. 
No longer did the county-fathers have 
the excuse of “no money”. And, all of a 
sudden, we had their attention. 

FINAL RESULTS 

Not only did we defeat the proposed 
anti-ORV ordinance, but we received a 
promise from the County that they will 
attempt to establish a new 500 to 1000 
acre motorcycle park with the 
forthcoming funds. And, if that wasn’t 
enough, they will also attempt to lease 
an interim site of 200 acres or moved to 
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be used in lieu of the existing 
motorcycle park and the existing park 
will not be closed until the interim site 
is available. 

HURRAY FOR OUR SIDE 

And so, in just a few short hours, a 
bleak and gloomy day turned 
‘beautiful’. And, from somewhere in the 
recesses of my mind, an old adage was 
revived: ‘Out of the mud, a Lotus 

ows!” 
SO WHAT! 

Some of you may be asking, “That’s 
all very well and good for Sacramento 
County, but what about me and the rest 
of the motorcyclists in my county? Who 
is looking out for our interests?” 

And, for this, there is only one 
answer. In the past two years, since 
M.O.R.E. was formed, we have appeared 
at every city, county, state, and/or 
federal hearing in California to present 
the motorcyclists point of view, when 
we knew about the hearing in advance! 
This is an area in which we must depend 
upon our statewide membership to alert 
us to such hearings in advance. Just as in 
legislative — matters, it is  neaily 
impossible to revoke a law after it has 
been passed and put into effect. And 
this is when M.O.R.E. usually is made 
aware of new local ordinances: when 
the law begins to pinch (and you can 
take that both literally and figuratively). 

Please, if you even hear the slightest 
rumor about new ordinances, contact 
me immediately. We'll check it out and 
determine the validity. If any part of 
the rumor proves true, we'll do our very 
best to represent you and the 
motorcyclists in your area. Our success 


to date has been rather phenomenal. 


when we knew in advance.

RED MOUNTAIN, CAL., Dec. 5, 1971 
— Back in September the San 
Bernardino M.C. started a kind of de 
facto “Tough Enduro Contest’’. Since 
then each enduro has been significantly 
tougher than the last. Many riders 
rfigured that they had probly reached 
some sort of peak last month with the 
Jackass Enduro, where only 150 out of 
750 finished (20%). They were wrong. 
In today’s enduro there were only about 
50 finishers out of 411 starters (12%). 

Looking at the schedule one would 
figure that the first 16 miles or so 
wouldn’t be too bad. The speed for that 
section was 24 mph. From there the 
schedule speeds dropped steadily: 18 
mph, 12 mph, finally 6 mph. Normally, 
the slower the schedule, the more 
difficult the terrain is going to be. And 
the terrain has to be awfully rough 
before you have difficulty with a 6 mph 
schedule. At 24 mph schedule is usually 
fairly open desert, sandwash, maybe 
some mild canyons. Not here. 

On this run we had an easy time of it 
as far as the three mile speedometer 
check (at least if you don't count riding 
into blinding sun and dust.) From there 
we could see riders pushing up the first 
hill. For me that one wasn't a problem, 
but within sight of that one was a 
second one that everyone had to push, 
me included. And right up at the top, 
good old Dave Holeman, CEA's most 
illustrious member, was sitting there 
taking pictures. That was the end of the 
CEA Enduro and the start of the CEA 
desert race for the vast majority of 
riders. They fell behind schedule and 
never caught up. 

On the first loop the difficulties were 
of two types and which type did-y ou-in 
depended somewhat on what kind of 
bike you were riding. Small bike riders 
pushed up innumerable hills. Riding a 
125, I had to push somewhere between 
10 and 15 hills. Since it's impossible to 
push a motorcycle at 24 or even 18 
mph, there weren't many small bike 
finishers. There was exactly one 
trailbike finisher: Max Bubeck.

Those riding medium weight bikes, 
250’s and 360’s, had the best time of it. 
They still had to push quite a few hills, 
but not quite so many ds the small 
‘bikes. The heavyweights had trouble 
two ways. They had to push a few hills 
(no mean chore with a 750 Norton, for 
instance), but they also had problems 
with rocks and ledges in some of the 
tighter canyons. 

The spaces between the hills were 
mixed, some good trail, a bit of rock, 
some sandwash, and several tight 
canyons. Nothing very difficult or 
frightening, just pretty good riding on 
the whole, which made the enduro a 
rather frustrating experience for me. I 
was disqualified in the first loop for 
being an hour late (push time!), but I 
wasn’t beat into my socks like you get 
from really hard riding, because the trail 
between the hills was relatively easy. 

There were some interesting incidents 
on the trail. Gary Satterlee, who won 
Class B lightweight at the Rawhide 
Enduro renewed an acquaintance with 
Gary Calkins, who won the Class A Trail 
in the same run. Gary No. 1 stuck his 
foot into the wheel of Gary No. 2’s 
Penton and broke his shock absorber, 
thus taking both of them out of the run. 

Bud Howesman was disqualified 
about the same spot in the run that I 
was, so we sat at the bottom of yet 
another unridable hill and had a drink 
of water. Bud is about the only rider in 
California who had a chance to place 
high in the National AMA Enduro 
Points Standings, but his chances went 
down the drain in this run. He had a few 
choice remarks to make about the run 
which started off ‘This is ridiculous,” 
and then got more colorful. Pretty soon 
he started worrying about where his 
wife, Ellie, was. “Probably have to go 
back and drag her off a rock,” he said, 
like she was a real beginner. Shows the 
difference in perspective: Ellie 
Howesman can out-ride most of the 
riders in the event but to her Expert 
husband, she’s just a girl on a Yamaha 
who’s likely to get into trouble. 

Two riders were sitting in the middle 
of a sandwash 10 miles from the end of 
the first loop. I stopped and asked if 
they were all right. They were, just out 
of gas. I couldn’t help because I wasn’t 
sure I had enough to get in myself. But

around one curve in the wash, less than 
200 yards from where they were sitting, 
was a check and a pickup truck with a 
gas can! Wonder how long it took them 
to discover it? 



































Dave Ekins came flying through the 
noon check without even stopping. Was 
he so intent on keeping schedule he 
didn't even realize it, was lunch time? 
No. He had just lost his time card and 
was madder than hell. According to him 
he had lost only eight points in the 
morning section, which was about 100 
times better than the winner. Next week 
‘I'm going to tell him about the 
14-pound trout I almost had in the net 
when the leader broke. 

Bob Steffan: “This has just set 
Southern California Enduro riding back 
20 years." 

Steve Hurd was passing me on a 
steep, rocky hill, going down. He's in 
the rough, flying over volley-ball sized 
rocks, Pm on the trail. He's about two 
gears higher than I am. “Hurry up, Ron! 
You're not going fast enough,” he 
shouts. Yeah, Steve, I know. But he was 
outasight. 

The CEA was going to compute the 
scores and post the winners on the spot, 
but ome check was protested so that 
eliminated that. It looks like Max 
Bubeck is the “A” Trailbike winner 
because he was the only Trailbike rider 
to finish. Max rides a Hodaka. 

Steve Hurd is likely to be. the 
Sweepstakes winner, with the only score 
less than 100! Steve lost most of his 
points being early, a problem unique to 
himself. If memory serves me right, 
Kawasaki was offering about $5,000 to 
anyone who won an AMA National 
Enduro on a ‘saki. Merry Christmas, 
Steve. 

Class A Lightweight winner is 
probably Bob  Nickelsen, who заа 
fervently, “That’s the last time I’m 
eoing to ride an Enduro bike in one of 
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these things. Next time I’m going to ride 
my trials bike!" Even Bob was 
consistently running between 8 and 15 
minutes late and lost over 100 points. 
Bob said, “I would like to invite 
everyone who had trouble on that 
course to come down and ride some 
trials. Most riders get into one of those 
canyons and they see only a pile of 
rocks. I see several lines through the 
rocks." The winning margin. If you'd 
like to take Bob up on his invitation, 
there's going to be a trials for enduro 
bikes down at Escape Country this 
weekend, and Bob will be there. Ask 
nice and he just might teach you a few 
things. (See page 25.) 

When the best enduro riders like 
Steffan and Howesman can't finish and 
Expert trials riders like Nickelsen and 
Evans have to play racer and still can't 
keep up the schedule, it's evident that

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the club overdid it a bit. But when you 
decide to put on a very tough National 
Championship Enduro, the judgment 
requirements get pretty heavy. Myself, I

DiffBrake Reduces Rear Wheel Hop 


by Russ Shreve 


One of the first reactions we often 
get from DiffBrake users is, *'I don't 
know why, but the rear end doesn’t 
hop. around anymore when I put, the 
brakes on". We know why. Besides 
stopping faster,this is just one more 
benefit of automatically applying the 
front brakes in a proportioned amount 
when you apply the rear brakes. The 
key is a suspension characteristic 
called *'anti—lift''. The name is de— 
rived from automotive practice where 
a geometric force is applied by the 
rear suspension to reduce the rear 
end “lift” of the car under braking. 
Here is how it works. 


All we need to know is the loca— 
tion of two points; the ground contact 
patch of the rear tire and the pivot 
point of the rear suspension. In the 
usual motorcycle arrangement this 
latteris simply the swing arm pivot. 
Through these two points we draw a 
line /**C") called the *'anti—lift'" 
line. The angle (“ʻa”) between this 
anti—lift line and the ground defines 
a percentage of anti—lift. The easi— 
est thing to think about though, is 
the relative lengths of the anti—lift 
components. In the drawing, “БВ” 
represents any magnitude of rear 
brake force trying to stop the bike. 
and **A'' represents the relative force 
trying to prevent lift of the bike.

What really happens 
is thatthe rear wheel is lifted off the 
ground by the rest of the bike. As 
soon as rear traction and braking is 
lost, the anti—lift force is lost also 
and the rear wheel falls back to the 


the rear wheel. 


ground. As soon as it touches the 
ground, the force returns and the 
wheel is driven upward again. This 
continues at a frequency determined 
by the massof the rear wheel and the 
rate of the rear springs, in a condi— 
tion we all recognize as ‘‘*wheel 
hop”. 


So, what does DiffBrake have to 
do with all this? Simple. The actual 
amount of anti—lift is modified by 
the percentage of front to rear brak— 
ing. In effect, applying the front and 
rear brakes simultaneously reduces 
the angle of the actual anti—lift line. 
When the braking is all on the rear, 
the anti—lift line is as shown in the 
illustration. With the use of front 





brakes the angle of the anti—lift line 
is reduced by the percentage of front 
brakes used. If the front and rear 
brakes are applied equally, then half 
of the braking is on the front and the 
anti-lift component is slashed in 
half. This in turn means that the 
tendency to hop is also cut in half. 
This can be most important on bikes 
with a short swing arm and a high 
pivot. Under some conditions the 
force causing the hop is actually 
greater than the braking force at the 
rear wheel. Hop in these cases can 
be: quite violent if you need to stop 
fast. 


To sum it all up- DiffBrake ap— 
plies a proportionate amount of front 
braking with each rear brake appli— 
cation. Rear wheel hop is reduced 
by ihe percentage of front to rear 
braking. For a given amount of stop— 
ping power, the bike with DiffBrake 
will have less hop.

Chaplin Plagued, Injured 


IRVINE, CAL., Dec. 5, 1971 — The 
12-event Trans-AMA Series has been 
taking its: toll on machinery and men 
during the final few rounds and today 
was little different for the National 
Support class of 250cc bikes. 


Gary Chaplin (Mai) seemed in top 
form again this week as he jumped to 
the lead of the first moto. Battling West 
German ace Werner Schutz patched up 
his fair start and tucked into second. 
Midway through, the works Maico rider 
got by his Cooper Motors teammate and 
went on to win. Chaplin suffered 
mechanical problems and gave up 
second to Overall Series winner Tim 
Hart and dropped out. Hart clinched the 
series win last week in Livermore, Calif. 
After challenging early, DeWayne Jones 
(Yam) dropped back off the pace to 
retain fourth after being passed by the 
AJS workhorse, Doug Grant, who rode 
the moto from lap three with a 
disengaged left rear shock. “I just 
thought my number plate was rattling 
and coming off," he commented when 
he first saw it in the pits. 


In the second round, Jones got 
another strong start and picked off the 
point position early before Chaplin 
creeped up and took over the lead on 
lap.two with Schutz flying hard to catch 
up. He did, and passed five laps later. 
Grant, meanwhile, had also passed Jones 
and began hounding the slowing 


Chaplin, who was being plagued by, 


troubles again — this time he lost his 
rear brake rod. On the last lap, Chaplin 
displayed the “go on by” sign to his 
traveling companion this weekend and 
Grant took heed and moved into 
second. Chaplin held for third with 
Jones again fourth. 

After experiencing two 
middle-of-the-pack starts in the first two 
rounds, Tom Rapp finally got a good 
start in the last and was bickering with 
Schutz for the lead.

Grant, relegated to 
that fifth in the final moto, picked up 
second overall with Rapp’s final charge 
coupled. to: his fifth and sixth place 
finishes earlier made enough a total for 
third.

It was a night for the real champions of 
short-track TT racing to stand up and be 
counted, because Scott Smith of 
Riverside, Bob Sanders of Whittier, and 
Rick Goade of Fullerton, stood ‘way 
above all others Thursday night as 
Smith, aboard his Yamaha sponsored by 
K & N, took over the lead from Goade 
on the eleventh lap and went on to win 
the 50-lap 250cc TT Grand Prix at 
Trojan Speedway.

FORMER BSA EXEC DIES

In 1950, he was appointed Export 
Sales Manager and between them and 
his retirement, traveled often and 
extensively throughout the world but 
principally in America. By 1953, he had 
become a member of the United 
Airlines 100,000 Miles Club which 
indicated the enthusiasm he had for the 
American Market. Even at that time, his 
confidence in the future of American 
motorcycling was such that it helped 
many BSA dealers in their decisions to 
increase their investment in the 
industry.

Mulder Protest Upheld 


A protest hearing committee met at 
American Motorcycle Association 
headquarters November 15 for the 
purpose of ruling on a protest filed 
October 17 by Mr. Eddie Mulder, AMA 
National Number 20. 

The committee, consisting of AMA 
Executive Director Russ March, District 
2 Congressman Don Pink and District 8 
Congressman Ray Hempstead, heard 
verbal testimony by AMA Coordinator 
of Professional Racing Dave Welsh, and 
considered the written protest by 
Mulder which indicated the scoring 
system in general used at the 250 mile 
National Championship road race held 
at Ontario, California, October 17. 
Mulder’s protest states, “the scoring 


system scored a number of riders 
incorrectly,” and required a total 
reconsideration of the scoring results by 
the protest committee. 

Following a re-examination of all 
permanent records, the committee has 
ruled in favor of Mulder, upholding his 
protest and returning the protest fee 
according to 1971 Professional 
Competition Rule Book procedure. 

The ruling resulted from the 
discovery of several errors in scoring of 
the 250 mile event. None of the top ten 
finishers is affected, and most changes 
are minor with the exception of 
Canadaian rider Bert Clark whose 
scoring corrections have moved him up 
several positions in the final results.

600 Attack Wilseyville

WILSEYVILLE, CAL., Nov. 21, 1971 — 
Into the depths of the woods of the 
High Sierras rode 600 plus riders to take 
on the challenge of the biggest and 
greatest Wilseyville ever. 

The Polka Dot M.C. put on the most 
perfect Hare Scrambles that has been 
held in Northern California in a long 
time. The weather was beautiful with 
conditions being perfect even though 
the course had been shortened this year 
due to land problems. There were no 
major bottlenecks anywhere on the 
track that had been shortened to 10 
miles. The only area that gave anyone 
little trouble was thefew water crossings 
that the young quick throttles seemed 
to never get the hang of. 

The Old-Timers that make this trek 
every year stated that the track was 
nothing but perfect.

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PHOENIX, ARIZ., Nov. 28, 1971 — Two young Phoenix cyclists successfully 
executied the world’s first double-motorcycle jump today — thereby establishing 
a new distance record. Gary Davis, age 20, and Rex Blackwell, age 18, passed 
within three feet of each other in mid-air at Mel Larson’s Phoenix Dragway, in 
an unprecedented display of motorcycles in flight. 

Starting from opposite ends of a double-ramp set-up, Davis and Blackwell 
sped down the long drag-strip toward each other, vaulted from their respective 
take-off ramps, brushed by each other in mid-flight, and landed on the opposite 
ramp. Davis’ jump measured 103 feet — three inches: Blackwell, who 
experienced mechanical problems with his motorcycle just prior to the record 
leap — soared for a distance of 92 feet, five inches. 

The crowd was treated to a bonus when Davis and Blackwell; dissatisfied with

their intial effort — decided to jump again — in an attempt to reach their goal of 
107 feet. Marking the touch-down point of each of the cylists were members of 
the Maricopa County Sheriff’s Department. Verifying and certifying the

double-motorcycle jumps.

Miller was glued to 
Stephenson’s rear tire in the second and 
passed Stephenson in the third when the 
California rider spun out. 

In the 125 Novice class Jim Lawrence

By a 
unanimous vote the other 125 Novices 
elected to let Lawrence (with help) push 
his broken Bul for one lap in the third 
moto and Lawrence kept his point lead 
for the season.

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SMRA BACK AT SAN ANGELO

SAN ANGELO, TEX., Nov. 21, 1971 — 
In a surprise move, the Southwest 
Motorcycle Racing Association (SMRA) 
extended the Texas road racing season 
by holding yet another event at their 
home track at Wall, Tex., just east of 
San Angelo. It was the first. regular 
event here since the close of the 1968 
season, races being run in the interim at 
courses near Austin and Fort Worth. 
The years have seen an astounding 
change in the old airport course. 

In previous seasons the course was 
noted for its boondocky atmosphere, 
and negotiating the track was a real 
adventure. (On my first attempt to 
circumnavigate the course in 1964 I got 
lost among the sunflowers and had to 
wait for a racer to come by so I could 
tell which way the course went.) No 
more. Today the racing surface is as 
clean as a Monday morning blackboard, 
and the number two straight has been 
turned into a first class drag strip with 
lights, grandstands and guard rails, 
themselves a mixed blessing. 

David Watkins turned up on his TD2 
Yamaha, and I mentioned to him that it 
had been a long time since he had 
appeared on the West Texas course. He 
replied that it certainly had been a long 
time. The last time he had ridden here 
he had ridden a 650 BSA and his 175 
Bultaco and had won the wheelie 
contest and the 175cc class. Dave 
seemed determined to win the 250 class 
this time out, but it was not to be. 
Although Dave came around in front for 
the first few laps of the heat, his friend 
Mike Cone from Sherman, Tex., was not 
far behind and led the remainder of the 
race. In the 250 feature Dave could not 
do even that well and had to follow 
Mike for the whole distance. Third in 
both the heat and the feature was Larry 
Beall, Jr., sliding a high bar Ossa 
through the turns in the style of another 
well-known Beall. 

The older Beall was aboard a kitted 
750 Honda in the Open class and was 
having a devil of a time of it. He insisted 
that he had enough power from the four 
but that he was not getting it to the 
ground properly. That seems doubtful 
in light of the circumstances. Each

down shift of the four brought forth a 
great cloud of white smoke from one of 
the cylinders, so much that the Honda's 
progress around the course could be 
noted by watching the exhaust. It is 
hard to believe that an engine can 
develop full power when something is 
that wrong with it. Besides that, Beall 
was riding in top form, sliding the big 
bike into the turns with smoke coming 
off the tires as well and never seeming 
to miss his line. 

Never-the-less, in both the heat and 
the feature, Beall steadily lost ground to 
both J.C. Klusmeyer (Nor) and to Jon 
Minonno (Tri). Mike Cone had a 250cc 
TR2 Yamaha for the Open class, but he 
seemed to get off to a late start in the 
heat and never made it up. In the 
feature, however, Mike soon passed 


Beall’s Honda and began to challenge 
Minonno’s Triumph for third place. He 


stayed consistently in the 750’s slip 
stream and may have even headed it 
briefly, but third was the best he could 
finish. 

Gary Wilson won the 200 heat on a 
naked Yamaha over Duncan Paul's sleek 
Suzuki in a close race, but in the feature 
Gary was up against the 125 heat 
winner, Johnny Bryant, also Yamaha 
mounted, and the lead changed several 
times before Gary could pull out the 
win. 

There were drags, also, and a comedy 
of errors they were, too. It seemed that 
every second elimination was settled by 
a disqualification of some sort. In one 
instance both competitors in one run 
were eliminated when both broke out of 
their qualifying times. On another 
occasion a guy on a Honda SL350 (yes, 
with grass hopper tires) eliminated 
himself. Get this. He was making a

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by-run. His opponent for the run was 
already eliminated and did not even 
show up on the grid. All this guy had to 
do was to drive his motorcycle down 
the strip and through the lights to be 
advanced to the next round of 
eliminations. You guess it. He broke 
out. 

The top eliminator was settled in a 
run between Nick Moral on a 500cc 
Kawasaki kneeler and Lee Wood on a 
Harley fueler. The 500 was given a big 


spot, so he took off while the Harley 
was still warming up. Then Wood 
cracked the throttle, and, rear tire 
smoking, he caught Nick at the three 
furlong point. Something was terribly 
wrong. The Harley was going much too 
fast, and its exhaust crackled and 
popped as Lee shut it down before the 
lights. Too late. He had once again, as 
he so often does, broken out, and the 
win went to the ever persistent Nick 
Moral. 

If racers like Wood and some of the 
other big-fuel riders could get into some 
heads up racing, there would be quite a 
show of speed, but in this E.T. style 
competition, where consistency alone 
wins the race, the fuel bike rider is at a 
disadvantage; one just cannot control 
the speed of a fueler that well. I 
previously reported an event at Green 
Valley, in which Wood’s fueler was 
eliminated in the final run by a 
steady-running Yamaha street bike that 
had gotten into the top eliminator class 
by the absence of enough fast bikes at 
the course that day. The 250 turned 
16.97, and the Harley turned 9.94, 
broke out, and was eliminated. 

SMRA ran another kind of race 
today, also; combination dirt-asphalt 
races. It is really a motocross with part 
of the course following the road race 
track. The event was run later on in the 
evening.

Gerber Gobbles Up Turkey Run

CAMP WILLIAMS, UTAH, Nov. 22, 
1971 — The winners thought this year’s 
Turkey Run was tough but good, while 
many of those trailing behind gave it up 
as a bad show. 

Their cause for concern was the 
section of course that began with a long, 
long climb up a gravel jeep trail to a 
ridgetop, ran the ridge through 
snowdrifts and mud, only to descend 
down an untracked ridge covered with 
basketball-sized boulders. The descent 
was a paddle-down affair for most of a 
mile, but it looked longer and longer 
during the eight-lap race. 

The show of the day was provided by 
overall winner Preston Gerber and 250 
winner Woody  Lawhon, as they 
outdistanced the field in a day-long 
battle for the lead. The first couple of 
laps saw Gerber charging to open up a 
lead, with Lawhon hanging on 50 feet 
behind, as they quickly began to lap 
slower riders. 

Then Gerber somehow managed to 
bind up his front wheel with a bent 
fender, and while his pit crew broke off 
the offending fender, Lawhon streaked 
over the first hill into the lead. By the 
beginning of the seventh lap, Gerber’s 
relentless pursuit closed the gap to 
about 15 seconds, but Lawhorn was still 
in the lead when he stopped at the 
beginning of lap eight, thinking he 
needed gas. 

He didn’t, but by the time he rushed 
back to the course, Lawhon was just in 
time to drop in behind Gerber, and the 
contest was decided. 

Not very far behind was Peter 
Crandall, who ran away from the 125s, 
to remain, unbeatable, in; the, class. First 
200 was none. other than Woody’s 


father, Lloyd Lawhon, who grabbed the 
class lead after Kevin Croft retired with 
a broken chain and WD-1 
communications wire wrapped around 
his rear hub. (One of the hazards of 
racing on a military compound.) 

First 100 was Lamar Walker on his 
stretched-out Hodaka, but David 
Crandall is back racing, and he is 
beggining to put some pressure on. 

The course was not marked, and 
there were no checkpoints except at the 
pits, but the riders were taken on a 
guided lap, and “spotters” were placed 
to detect course-cutting. Some six or 
eight riders were thus disqualified, but 
after-race rumors suggested that still 
more cutting went undetected. Another 
problem was that two riders traded off 
on the same bike, tangling the results — 
one can go only so far in blaming such 
behavior on the club that puts on the 
race. 

But a three-hour wait in the cold 
made one thing clear: The Salt Lake 
Motorcycle Club needs to devise a 
system for more quickly arriving at 
official results. 

The club’s next effort will be the 
Cherry Creek Hare and Hound in the 
spring, and Race Chairman David 
Spencer promises a new and faster 
results system, but insists that some 
cross-check on helmet stamping must be 
included, 

Smaller than expected entries in Utah 
cross-countries of late indicate a trend 
toward motocross by some riders. The 
reaction to Sunday’s course suggests the 
need for a decision on whether races 
should be tough, hence a better test of 
skill for the serious racer, or easy, since

Win a Motorcycle

This coming Sunday some lucky soul 
is going to win a brand new motorcycle 
for the price of a $1.00 chance. Luck 
being what it is, that nice new 
motorcycle will probably go to some 
pot-bellied, fiftish old guy who thinks 
Trials is what he goes through when he 
brings his grandkids and their minibikes 
down to Escape Country: By the end of 
the day he might have a different idea 
about trials but that won't help any 
with my motorcycle. You see, I'm kind 
of counting on winning that bike. It's 
the only way in this world I'm ever 
going to get a new one short of grand 
larceny, so I'd really rather that any 
lucky, lovable old men STAY HOME 
and let this cynical old man win the 
motorcycle. 

The motorcycle we're talking about is 
a new trials bike, winner's choice of 
Bultaco, Ossa or Montesa. Those three 
factories have agreed to sell the 
motorcycle to the American Trials 
Association at factory cost to help the 
ATA raise enough money to send some 
of our best trials riders over to Spain to 
compete: in one round of the 
Championship Trials. So, this Sunday, 
the ATA is going to raffle off a bike and 
hope they make enough to send 
Number’s 1 and 2 to Spain. From the 
posters around town you might get the 
impression that you have to compete in 
a trials to win the bike. Not true. Just 
donate your buck and write your name 
legibly on the ticket. If for some reason 
you can’t be at Escape country this 
Sunday but you'd like to help anyway, 
you can purchase tickets from any of 
the following businesses: The Cycle 
News office here in Long Beach, Mittco 
Bultaco in Buena Park, Dowdens in 
Hawaiian Gardens, Hockies in Torrance, 
World Cycles on Sunset Blvd. in Los 
Angeles, Al Fox's Motorcycle Services 
in Burbank, or Steve's Bultaco in Van 
Nuys. You don't have to be at the 
drawing to win. 

Besides the drawing for the full-sized 
trials bike, there is also going to be a 
minibike, a top-of-the-line Kawasaki, 
raffled off for the kids. That's going to 
be run a bit differently, however. Only 
kids who are entered in the kids class of 
the trials will be eligible for that one, 
and each kid who is entered will get at 
least one chance. Last place in the trials 
gets one chance, second last gets two 
chances and so on right up to the first 
place rider who gets as many chances as 
they are entrants. The purpose of course 
is to encourage the kids to compete and 
get them interested in trials. 

This Sunday is going to be special for 
yet another reason. This is the one day 
of the year that you can find out if 
you'd like to ride trials yourself without 
first investing in a genuine trials iron 
and joining a bunch of organizations. 


SPORTSMEN CAN RACE BIG, 
TOO 


The American Recreational Vehicle 
Racing Association will hold their first 
California 400 outside Barstow, 
California, January 29, 1972. This is the 
first of the big-time off-road races to 
offer a class for sportsmen racers, at 


The ATA is hosting El Trial de 
Espana and the whole purpose of the 
trials is to let potential new riders try 
the sport. So to ride in this event you 
need only your normal motorcycle and 
your entry fee. The sections will be easy 
enough that they can be “cleaned” on a 
stock 360 Yamaha and Mark Eggars has 
volunteered to prove it, if someone will 
lend him a bike. Any section that can’t 
be cleaned by Mark on the Yamaha 
won't be allowed. It’s also been 
promised that the traps will be safe. If 
you use just à reasonable amount of 
good sense you won't hurt your bike or 
your bod. But it's going to be a real 
trials, laid out like one and run like one 
so be prepared to do some riding and 
work a bit. 

To add a bit of spice (translation: low 
comedy) to the day, there is going to be 
a Press Class in the morning and you 
will have a chance to see that some press 
people like Jody Nicholas and Tony 
Murphy really can ride, just like they 
write. You will also get a chance to see 
some people like me and Chuck Clayton 
and Joe Parkhurst butcher some nice 
traps. If you're really lucky, you might 
find out if Mike Capalite can put 
together a motorcycle that will finish a 
trials and maybe Dave Ekins will get 

“up on the pegs” this Sunday. And 
wouldn’t it be neat to watch Don 
Gately go “over the handlebars.” I 
heard Dave Holeman doesn’t ride much 
anymore but maybe he’ll conduct “the 
rider's meeting." And Rick Sieman 
could show us how to ride trials “from 
the saddle". But the rider I'd really like 
to see is Bob Greene. I'd like to see if he 
can make that Matchless of his go 
through the same set of traps that that 
360 Yamaha does. Last year Bruce 
Brown showed up and this year there's a 
rumor that a well known Indy rider is 
going to attend. I understand that Papa 
Wealey and Hap Spoons wanted to ride 
but had to give up the idea when they 
found there wasn't a sidehack class. 

At the end of the day, after the press 
people and regular trials riders and the 
beginners have had a chance to flounder 
around in the traps, there will be an 
exhibition ride by the Masters. Here's 
something interesting. If you, average 
Joe. Blow, want to make like Evel 
Knievel, vou can do it. You can set up 
your ramp, turn on the throttle, close 
your eyes and do it. You can jump just 
as far as the power of your motorcycle 
and your courage will allow. Same with 
track racing: learn the bike, crack the 
throttle and you too will be going 
sideways. And we've all played road 
racer and motocrosser. All these form of 
the sport you can do. You might not 
survive some to them and you will 
certainly be less than elegant in some of 
the others but you can do it; you can 
get around the course, go through the 
motions. But you, average Joe Bow, 
can’t make your motorcycle or any 
motorcycle go through the traps that 
you will see these Masters go through. 
Not any machine in any fashion. You 
will see these men do things with their 
motorcycles that non-trials riders simply 
can't do at all, even badly. All I can do 
is invite you to see for yourself and then 


try it.
